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AID TO EDUCATION 
A few years ago sentiment for some sort 
of federal aid to education seemed wide­ 
spread in this country. Now in many places 
substantial pockets of resistance have de­ 
veloped. 
In the past decade, various federal aid 
programs have foundered again and again 
on the rocks of special opposition to par­ 
ticular features. This year some of that 
kind of protest is still felt. But in addition 
there appears to be a certain disenchant­ 
ment with the w hole idea of federal aid. 
Naturally the lawmakers are feeling this 
as they hear from the Middle West and 
other sections where opposition apparently 
is strongest. And it is today a widely ob­ 
served fact any educational aid program 
has very little prospect of passage in this 
Congress. 
Ironically, this surge of protest comes 
at a time when the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration insists the need for federal help is 
greater than ever. The President named a 
group to survey the situation, and its report 
asserted that shortages of school space, 
equipment and teachers were critical and 
growing wo'-se. 
Many lawmakers and countless citizens 
plainly are not persuaded. 
Some don’t want to see the government 
spend the money, but the economy-minded 
have been battling this program from the 
outset. Others, likewise in evidence from 
the beginning, fear federal funds spell gov­ 
ernment control of education. 
This time there is something more. Lots 
of people do not seem to believe there is a 
real need for federal aid, despite, swelling 
school populations and persistent reports of

A LONG W AV AROUND 
Howard Fast used to be a Communist and he 
wrote books. He was regarded as one of the 
brightest among Communist writers and won one 
of those Stalin 
P rizes which it is a disgrace for 
any American to receive. 
So, in due course, Howard last quit the Com- 
i munist Party which upset them very much But 
what upset them more was that instead of an* 
I nouncing his departure in the “ Daily Worker, he 
gave an interview to the bourgeois “ New York 
Times.” Then the Communist monthly, 
Main­ 
stream,” printed an article by Howard Fast ex­ 
plaining whv he quit the party which again upset 
the comrades who thought that the editor dis­ 
played bad judgment in giving such an article 
house room. 
„ __ 
Fast explains how’ and why he became 
a Com- 
i munist and it seems a long way around to reach 
1 a point, which having reached it, he, in the end, 
I found it to be 
fraud, which he should have 
i recognized it to be in the first place. This is what 


he “ Looking back at my life, I find two major 
forces that brought me to communism. The first 
was a maturing belief in the goodness and in­ 
evitable brotherhood of man—a brotherhood in 
I peace and common creativity. In this belief, I 
i learned my equalitarianism out of the prophetic 
| teachings of J udaism, the love and brotherhood 
I of man preached by Isaiah, and the morality, in 
terms of the poor and oppressed, of J esus Christ. 
| My democratic understanding was based on the 
writings of J efferson and Lincoln. 
"The second force was an understanding of 
the role of the working class in modern history. 
' The working class I was born into, and studied 
it w’ell through the first 18 years of my life. I 
began to understand its historic role through the 
w’orks of George Bernard Shaw7. J ack London, 
I Upton Sinclair and C. Osborne Ward. Later, in 
the process of self-education, I was able to read 
and understand the work of not only Marx and 
i Engels, but of Mill and Veblen and Darwin and 
| Morgan—and many other related Marxist and 
| non-Marxist social thinkers.” 
' 
This is not very unusual reading, although it 
‘ is strictly off the top and shows up the flaws in 
'self-education. In effect. Fast became what is 
I roughly called a humanist, one who makes man 
I the center of the universe and w ho rejects the 
supernatural. 
However, 
now’ 
that 
Fast 
has overthrown 
I Marx, he may, in time, and after considerable 
struggle, come around to God. Worse sinners have, 
in the past, hit the sawdust trail. 
Howard Fast’s intellectual and spiritual dif- 
| Acuities will be many. Of Stalin’s tyranny, Fast 
I says: 
. . 1 was filled with loathing and disgust. 
! I felt a sense of unmitigated mental nausea at 
I the realization that I had supported and defended 
1 this murderous bloodbath, and I felt, as so many 
! did then, a sense of being a victim of the most 
incredible swindle in modern times.” 
Many were filled with that sort of loathing 
I and nausea while Stalin was still alive and was 
¡maintaining himself by chicanery and murder. 
Manv were filled with that sort of loathing and 
nausea when they saw- their President and Wins­ 
ton Churchill sit with this ogre and divvy up the 
spoils of war.

THIS SITUATION would be;

Washington, May 16—If the 
Federal budget were cut by $6.5 
billion—which is about the deep­ 
est cut any one has yet sug­ 
gested—every taxpayer in the 
United States would have to pay 
about $78 less taxes than before. 
If the budget cut is only half 
that sum—$3.25 billion—which 
is about what many leaders are 
saying could be safely trimmed, 
the tax reduction would amount 
to less than $40 per taxpayer. 
This assumes that none of the 
money saved by budget-cutting 
would be used to retire any of 
the national debt. 
It also as­ 
sumes 
that 
corporation 
taxes 
would remain as they are and 
that the savings would be divided 
on an equal basis among all in­ 
dividual taxpayers. 
Expect Tax Reduction 
Yet there are many persons 
now participating in the hulla­ 
baloo about the Federal budget 
who really think that budget- 
cutting will mean sizable reduc­ 
tions to them in taxes. The il­ 
lusion is widespread. 
What isn’t generally realized is 
that the Congress of the United 
States, facing a 19 58 election, 
would probably follow the pat­ 
tern of giving to the low-income 
groups the largest amount, if 
not all, of the tax reduction. In 
fact, in a significant roll call in 
March of this year. 34 Senators 
—6 Republicans and 28 Demo­ 
crats—led 
by 
Sen. 
Fullbright 
of Arkansas, Democrat, showed 
their desire actually to increase 
the rates 
for all corporations 
earning above $25,000 a year in 
order to give a tax benefit to 
companies earning under that 
level. 
When the possibility of a tax 
reduction came up for consid­ 
eration last year, a substantial 
number of members of Congress 
urged that the personal exemp­ 
tions be raised so as to benefit 
the lower income groups. 
Stress Put on Votes 
This is the trend in Congress 
nowadays. If more radicals are 
elected to Congress on the Demo­ 
cratic 
side 
next 
year, 
the 
chances are that a tax law will 
be passed w’hich is designed to 
win the largest number of votes. 
Hence, taxpayers in the middle 
or upper brackets are very likely 
not to get much, if any, benefit 
from the present agitation. Yet 
if national security is endan­ 
gered by the budget cuts and 
an international crisis develops, 
there 
would 
immediately 
be 
imposed higher and higher taxes 
on taxpayers in the middle and 
upper brackets as well as on 
corporations. 
Assuming 
that 
big 
savings 
could be made in the Federal 
budget, the logical thing to do 
is to use all of it to retire the 
national debt, which is already 
too high. As for the tax burden 
itself, there is every evidence 
that the country has absorbed it 
in a wave of prosperity. The tax 
take is a smaller proportion of 
the national income today than 
it was in 19 54. 


LAWRENCE 
The United States Department 
of Commerce in the last 24 hours, 
moreover, has reported that oer- 
sonal income last month estab­ 
lished a new’ record. It is run­ 
ning now at an annual rate of 
$339 billion. This is about one 
billion dollars higher than in 
March and 18 billions above 
April, 19 56. 
Half from Pay Raises 
The same official report says 
that more than half of the one- 
billion-dollar rise in April, 19 57, 
resulted in increases in wages 
and salaries, dividends and in­ 
terest and much of the rest was 
due to payments to farmers who 
are drawing old-age benefits for 
the first time under Social Secur­ 
ity. Incidentally, it isn’t likely 
that many Congressmen from 
farm districts will want to econ­ 
omize on that item. 
The demand for drastic cuts 
in the Federal budget is coming 
primarily from people who think 
that’s the way to get a tax re­ 
duction. In Congress, of course, 
the economy drive has given to 
members w’ho don’t like certain 
: types of legislation an oppor- 
i tunity to curtail appropriations. 
Thus, the fight against Federal 
help 
for 
the 
construction 
of 
school buildings is a controversy 
all by itself, with many rami- 
cations. In the economy drive, 
the school program can be de­ 
feated, and that will naturally 
result in political trouble for 
many Congressmen up for re- 
election. 
J udging by the political game 
being played by the Democrats, 
who are egging the Republicans 
on to fight one another, the 
chances of electing a Republican 
Congress in 19 58 are each day 
growing dimmer. President Ei- 
senhow’er’s leadership alone can 
save the situation for the Re­ 
publican party. But the fight 
against foreign aid and even 
against the military budget it­ 
self will tend to weaken the 
solidarity of the Republican par­ 
ty, all of which is grist for the 
Democratic mill. 
Public as Factor 
Mr. Eisenhower’s speech was 
denounced by the Democrats on 
Capitol Hill even before mem­ 
bers of Congress heard it. But 
the word has not yet come in 
from the average citizen, who 
is very likely to trust the Presi­ 
dent to determine w’hether na­ 
tional security is or is not im­ 
periled by budget cuts. There 
are signs that the public will 
not 
take 
“ a fearful gamble” 
with the nation’s safety, against 
which the Presidential speech 
warned. 
It is too early to appraise the 
impact of the President’s appeal, 
but it would not be a bit sur­ 
prising if a month hence, as the 
facts about the illusory tax re­ 
duction sink in, the mood of 
Congress becomes one of mod­ 
eration rather than extremes in 
budget-cutting.

senhower says that big as the 
spending would be tax revenues 
would increase even more. 
This view should be reassur­ 
ing to business—painful as con- 
j tinued high tax rates are—be­ 
cause it’s based on the belief the 
current lull in activity is to be 
mild and short lived. 
Only by increased activity in 
the economy can corporate and 
individual incomes be boosted 
enough higher to yield still more 
tax revenues and thus either 
balance the budget or give the 
slight surplus the President pre­ 
dicts. 
Ttfxes To Be Clue 
A clue to the trend in the 
total of taxable business and 
personal incomes shoul be found 
when the Treasury announces 
whether the March and April in­ 
come tax payments come up to 
expectations. 
The bulls and bears in Wall 
Street have been debating the 
trend of business activity and 
the indicated squeeze on cor­ 
porate profit margins. Many in­ 
fluential industrial leaders have 
been predicting a new advance in 
activity 
late 
this 
year. 
The 
money managers in Washington 
have been standing pat on their 
contention that further inflation 
is more likely than deflation. 
And many—but far from all— 
of the statistical yardsticks have 
been measuring out continued 
good times. 
The dollar value of national 
output of goods and services in 
the first three months of this 
year was six pen cent higher 
than a year ago. But the Com­ 
merce Department points out 
the fly in that ointment—two 
thirds of the rise in dollar value 
was due to higher prices, only 
one third of the gain could be 
called an advance in physical 
volume. 
Price» Chip Value 
The total of personal income 
continues to rise, according to 
the latest figures available—but 
higher prices chip away a good 
deal of the real value of that, 
too, and make tax payments 
more painful. 
Corporate earnings, on aver­ 
age, were about eight per cent 
higher in the first three months 
of this year than in the 19 56 first 
quarter. But the rate 
of gain 
has noticeably 
slowed. And al­ 
m ost half of the companies re­ 
port a lower net income this 
year. For m any of those on the 
increased Drofit side, the Drofit

curve is well below the increas­ 
ing sales curve. 
So me Do u b ts Raised 
All of this tends to raise 
doubts as to w’hether tax reve­ 
nues w’ill rise as much as pre­ 
dicted. If business activity picks 
! up by the end of the year, as 
; now widely predicted, that will 
help assure the Treasury of a 
pool of corporate earnings on 
which to draw. 
But if the continuing rise in 
business 
operating costs 
con­ 
tinues to catch up with any 
gains in sales, the pool of earn- 
nings may be smaller than at 
first thought when the budget 
waii draw n up. 
Other doubts about the trend 
in business include these: The 
total of retail trade didn’t pick 
up this spring as hoped; the 
home building industry is still 
in the doldrums; the auto indus­ 
try has trimmed a bit off its first 
estimates of this year’s sales; 
the steel industry has slowed 
down; a number of other indus­ 
tries that still are operating 
near capacity report new orders 
falling off. 
These spell out the current 
lull and perhaps a temporary 
drop in earnings. The real test 
in the trend mayn’t come until 
fall—and then the Treasury can 
guess better how’ much tax reve­ 
nue it should have to meet the 
spending side of the budget.

dow as North always passed. 
Dr. Fisher chose to bid two 
clubs over the opening one club. 
The way most people including 
Dr. Fisher play this bid it is a 
force to game and shows a hand 
that would warrant an opening 
forcing two bid normally. 
Mrs. Hawes bid two diamonds. 
Dr. Fisher bid two spades only
